Chapter  I

Football — Edward  Chandler,  George 
Flagg,  Albert  Cooke  and  Theodore  Henderson.  During  the  year,  also  a  number  of  the  students  joined 
the  Glee  Club,  which  participated  in  the  music  contest  held  in  Durham,  N.  C.  Willie  C.  Howell 
rendered  a  solo,  Murray  Schmoke  an  instrumental  number,  winning  first  place.  We  were  well  rep- 
resented in  the  Girl  Reserve,  Hi-Y  and  Dramatic  Clubs. 

Officers  for  the  year  were :  Macon  Hinton,  President;  Annie  Ruth  Howell,  Vice  President;  Sarah 
Davis,  Secretary;  Mary  S.  Taylor,  Assistant  Secretary;  Dolores  Williams,  Treasurer;  Catherine 
Stroud,  Reporter.  Macon  Hinton  represented  us  on  the  Student  Council. 

The  honor  roll  list  bore  the  names  of  Herbert  Ellis,  Catherine  Stroud,  Murray  Schmoke,  Murrie 
Ellison,  Harvey  Broadie,  Helen  Faucett,  Lucinda  Woods,  Alice  Morgan,  Huma  Moore,  Annie  R. 
Howell,  Dolores  Williams,  William  Robinson,  Addison  Shepard.  Class  advisers  were  Mr.  W.  Smith, 
Miss  M.  B.  Bugg,  Mr.  R.  H.  Toole,  and  Mr.  P.  H.  Williams. 

Chapter  II 

Returning  to  dear  old  Washington  High  after  a  pleasantly  spent  first  vacation,  we  were  anxi- 
ous to  cooperate  in  any  way  for  the  betterment  of  the  school.  Early  that  fall  our  advisers  assisted 
us  in  organizing  the  class,  electing  these  officers:  Macon  Hinton,  President;  Annie  R.  Howell, 
Vice-President;  Dolores  Williams,  Secretary,  Sarah  Davis,  Assistant  Secretary;  Helen  Faucett, 
Treasurer. 

As  usual,  members  of  the  class  continued  the  various  activities  in  which  they  engaged  during  the 
first  .year,  such  as  the  Band,  Glee  Club,  Football.  The  honor  roll  contained  the  names  of  most  of 
the  people  who  made  it  last  year.  "Miss  Washington  High"  contest  in  the  fall  called  forth  every 
ounce  of  strength  from  all.  Our  candidate  was  Mary  McGhee.  Although  she  did  not  win,  she  made 
a  creditable  showing  at  the  bottom  of  the  list,  and  was  one  of  the  attendants  of  "Miss  Washington 
High." 

The  war  program  was  accelerated,  thus  demanding  the  cooperation  of  every  man  and  child  in 
the  U.  S.  A.  Consequently  there  were  calls  for  scrap  metal  and  paper,  in  which  we  cooperated.  In 
addition  we  purchased  war  saving  stamps  and  bonds  as  well  as  tuberculosis  seals  at  Christmas, 
and  seals  for  crippled  children  at  Easter.  The  extracurricular  activities  of  the  school  geared  for 
the  war  added  Child  Care,  sponsored  by  the  Girl  Reserves,  and  Home  Nursing.  Both  were  popular 
courses.  The  year  ended  much  too  soon  for  us  all. 

Chapter  III 

Time  moves  on.  Our  junior  year  had  been  reached.  It  disturbed  us  no  little  to  have  several  of 
our  most  promising  classmates  drafted  into  the  armed  forces  of  the  country;  we  forged  on.  Now 
that  wc  were  eleventh  graders  we  were  eligible  for  membership  in  two  clubs:  the  Girls  League,  a 


popular  social  and  cultural  organization,  and  the  Crown  and  Scepter  Club,  the  honor  society  of 
the  school.  Nearly  all  the  girls  joined  the  Girls  League,  while  thirteen  boys  and  girls  had  main- 
tained an  average  high  enough  during  our  first  two  years  to  be  tapped  for  membership  in  the  honor 
society.  Those  making  the  grade  were  Numa  Moore,  Dolores  Williams,  Catherine  Stroud,  Murray 
Schmoke,  Ola  B.  Williams,  Lucinda  Woods,  Helen  Faucett,  Alice  Morgan,  Sarah  Davis,  Annie 
Ruth  Howell,  Herbert  Ellis,  Madie  Bennett,  and  Mary  S.  Taylor. 

The  football  season  ushered  in  again  the  "Miss  Washington  High  School  Contest."  Mary  Mc- 
Ghee  won  out  over  all  junior  contestants,  thanks  to  the  loyal  support  of  Ella  Marie  Branch.  Thus  a 
second  time  she  represented  the  class  as  attendant  to  "Miss  Washington  High  School." 

In  the  social  life  of  a  high  school  student  there  is  nothing  more  important  than  the  annual 
Junior-Senior  Prom.  We  held  many  meetings,  and  formed  several  committees  for  the  execution  of 
plans  for  the  party.  We  decided  to  vary  from  the  usual  arrangement  in  the  auditorium  for  such 
an  affair  by  creating  a  cabaret  effect  by  installing  tables  and  chairs,  surrounded  by  palms  along 
the  sides  and  across  the  front  of  the  auditorium. 

A  garden  was  created  on  the  stage.  Soft  lights  emerging  from  the  table  lamps,  girls  in  beau- 
tiful dresses  and  boys  in  full  dress,  helped  to  create  such  a  beautiful  glow,  that  all  said  it  was  the 
best,  and  swankiest  party  ever  given  at  W.  H.  S.  Our  advisers  were  Miss  J.  E.  Hicks,  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth Leonard,  and  Mr.  J.  L.  Levister. 


Chapter  IV 

September,  1944,  we  came  on  the  last  trip  to  W.  H.  S.  Eagerly  we  occupied  the  senior  seats  and 
waited  to  see  who  our  advisers  would  be.  Soon  Miss  Hicks  and  Mr.  Toole  called  the  class  roll  and 
assembled  us  for  a  "senior  pep  talk."  In  a  few  days  we  elected  these  officers :  Herbert  Ellis,  Presi- 
dent; Alexander  Chalmers,  Vice-President;  Madie  Bennett,  Secretary;  Annie  Ruth  Howell,  As- 
sistant Secretary ;  Lorenzo  Haywood,  Treasurer.  We  decided  to  build  up  our  treasury  by  selling  the 
Carolinian,  a  weekly  newspaper. 

The  next  important  event  in  the  minds  of  the  class  was  the  annual  "Miss  Washington  High 
School  Contest."  Since  we  in  the  past  had  always  been  at  the  bottom  of  the  contest,  this  contest  was 
approached  fearfully.  Lillie  Thorpe  was  chosen  to  represent  the  class  in  the  finals.  The  juniors 
worked  hard;  we  were  afraid  they  had  won  until  the  final  report  was  announced  showing  we  had 
raised  about  $200  more  than  they.  The  shouts  of  the  seniors  in  their  victory  will  always  be  heard 
in  the  chapel.  Lillie  Thorpe  was  one  of  the  most  attractive  "Miss  W.  H.  S."  which  we  have  ever  had. 

Plans  were  perfected  for  publishing  the  annual  with  Alexander  Chalmers  being  chosen  as  editor- 
in-chief,  along  with  other  staff  members.  Soon  or  lers  were  taken  for  our  rings,  which  Ave  happily 
flashed  around  near  the  end  of  March.  The  next  event  to  occupy  our  attention  was  the  taking  of 
pictures  for  the  annual.  How  we  did  laugh  when  we  received  our  proofs ! 

Our  work  is  almost  over,  for  the  shadows  of  graduation  have  cast  their  glow.  What  shall  the 
future  be?  For  some  there  will  be  college,  for  others  marriage,  the  armed  forces,  or  jobs.  What- 
ever we  do  and  wherever  we  go,  we  shall  be  making  history  for  old  W.  II.  S.

Freshman  Class  History 


The  1945  Freshman  Class  entered  the  educational  arena  on  September  18,  an  adventure  we 
had  looked  forward  to  since  our  graduation  from  the  elementary  school.  The  infantile  paralysis 
epidemic  had  delayed  our  beginning  by  two  weeks  and  when  the  Washington  High  doors  were 
opened  on  Thursday  morning,  we  were  the  first  to  enter — enthusiastic,  happy  and  with  an  air  of 
supreme  importance.  We  were  greeted  by  the  principal,  the  deans  and  a  corps  of  smiling  teachers, 
all  with  the  look  of  welcome  on  their  faces. 

We  were  directed  to  the  auditorium  where  hundreds  of  other  students  were  assembled,  and  as 
we  entered  we  could  see  the  curious  eyes  "looking  us  over"  and  the  whispers  "fresh  meat"  came 
to  our  ears  and  we  all  realized  that  we  were  "on  the  spot"  and  for  a  while  occupied  the  center  of 
the  stage.  After  an  interesting  first-day  program,  the  older  students  were  assigned  to  their  respec- 
tive homerooms  and  we  were  kept  in  for  an  orientation  program.  It  was  interesting  to  hear  the 
rules  and  traditions  of  the  school,  the  curriculum  opportunities  to  be  offered  to  us,  the  extra- 
curricular activities  for  our  enjoyment,  and  finally  a  tour  of  the  building.  We  were  all  amazed  at 
such  an  institution,  so  full  of  opportunities  for  our  personal  and  social  growth. 

A  survey  of  our  class  statistics  revealed  a  total  membership  of  205,  116  girls  and  89  boys — from 
Lucille  Hunter  School,  34;  Crosby-Garfield,  39 ;  St.  Monica,  9;  Oberlin,  7;  Washington  Elemen- 
tary, 101,  and  15  students  from  out  of  the  city. 

The  year  became  increasingly  interesting,  meaningful  and  purposeful.  A  friendly  and  loyal  spirit 
united  the  205  members  of  the  Freshman  Class.  The  class  division  into  five  homeroom  groups  with 
the  following  advisers:  Mrs.  L.  F.  Perrin,  Mrs.  S.  V.  Perry,  Mrs.  E.  M.  Kelly,  Mr.  M.  C.  Hill 
and  Mr.  P.  H.  Williams,  had  a  picturesque  year.  Participation  in  the  various  club  activities,  nu- 
merically represented,  were  as  follows :  The  Hi-Y  Club,  50 ;  Girl  Reserves,  89 ;  Science  Club,  2 ; 
Junior  Red  Cross,  27;  Glee  Club,  37;  Girl  Scouts,  25;  Dramatic  Club,  25,  and  the  Band,  2. 
The  scholarship  picture  was  not  very  encouraging,  having  such  a  few  representatives  on  the  school 
honor  roll.  However,  while  we  regretted  we  were  not  discouraged  and  resolved  to  make  the  next 
years  more  successful  as  we  became  more  adjusted. 

We  have  come  a  long  way  together.  Our  sophomore  year  is  just  around  the  corner.  We  will  face 
it  triumphantly  now  because  we  have  accepted  high  school  life  with  all  our  hearts.  As  the  dismissal 
bell  rings  on  the  last  day  of  school,  we  will  be  remembering  the  ancient  saying,  "The  old  order 
changeth,  giving  way  unto  the  new."

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  HI-Y  CLUBS 

On  April  3,  4,  5,  in  the  year  1925,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  through  the  leadership  of  J.  T.  Fespenuan,  Boys'  Sec- 
retary, conducted  at  A.  &  T.  College,  Greensboro,  the  first  annual  older  boys'  conference  for  colored  boys 
in  North  Carolina.  Prof.  J.  L.  Levister,  who  was  at  that  time  principal  of  the  Washington  High  School, 
selected  three  of  the  boys  to  represent  the  school  at  this  conference.  These  boys  were  Louis  Haywood,  Frank 
Blalock  and  Henry  Thomas  Johnson.  On  the  program  of  this  conference  was  an  address,  "Our  Hi-Y  Clubs." 
by  Rex  Lee  of  the  Charlotte  colored  high  school. 

Shortly  after  returning  from  the  conference,  Henry  Thomas  Johnson,  inspired  by  the  address  given  by 
Rex  Lee,  called  together  twenty  high  school  boys  and  organized  the  Hi-Y  Club  of  Raleigh.  These  boys 
held  their  first  meeting  in  the  Sunday  school  room  at  the  First  Baptist  Church.  The  name  of  the  club  was 
selected  in  honor  of  Max  Yeargin,  who  rendered  such  valuable  service  as  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  worker  in  Africa. 
The  purpose  of  the  Hi-Y  clubs  is  "To  create,  maintain  and  extend  throughout  the  school  and  community 
high  standards  of  Christian  character." 

The  first  leaders  of  the  club  were  Rhodes  Herndon  Toole,  Joseph  Bernard  Christinas  and  Henry  Thomas 
Johnson.  The  first  president  of  the  club  was  Harry  Irving.  Very  soon  after  its  organization  the  club  received 
its  certificate  of  affiliation.  The  club  has  made  much  progress  and  has  served  to  stimulate  a  high  type  of 
conduct  and  scholarship  in  the  high  school.  A  number  of  graduates  who  were  members  of  the  Hi-Y  clubs 
are  now  filling  responsible  positions  in  many  places. 

In  the  school  year  1933-34,  another  club  was  organized  for  the  high  school  boys  in  West  Raleigh.  The 
members  named  this  club  the  Joshua  Levister  Hi-Y  Club  in  honor  of  Prof.  J.  L.  Levister,  who  was  in  a 
very  large  way  responsible  for  sending  the  representatives  of  the  high  school  to  the  first  conference. 

The  Leroy  Burroughs  Hi-Y  Club,  an  organization  composed  of  all  eighth  grade  boys,  is  named  after 
Leroy  Burroughs,  a  graduate  of  the  Washington  High  School,  who  died  in  his  senior  year  at  Saint  Augus- 
tine's College.  His  outstanding  service  as  a  leader  of  the  Max  Yeargin  Club  led  the  administration  of  the 
Hi-Y  to  name  this  club  for  him. 

In  the  school  year  1943-44,  one  more  club  was  organized.  This  club  is  composed  of  ninth  grade  boys  and 
is  named  for  a  former  leader  of  the  Max  Yeargin  Hi-Y  Club  who  graduated  from  the  Berry  O'Kelly  Train- 
ing School  and  Shaw  University.  Because  of  his  outstanding  leadership  in  the  Hi-Y  chilis,  and  because  of 
his  service  to  his  country,  having  fallen  in  death  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  the  administration  thought 
it  fit  to  name    it  in  his  honor.  This  club  is  known  as  the  Bobby  Dunn  Hi-Y  Club. 

In  the  school  year  1944-45  a  fifth  club  was  organized  to  take  care  of  the  large  number  of  tenth  grade 
boys.  This  club  was  named  in  honor  of  Randolph  Williamson,  a  member  of  the  organization  who  was  among 
the  first  to  give  his  life  for  his  country.

As  junior  members  of  (lie  Sojourner  Truth  Y.  W.  G.  A.,  the  Senior  Girl  Reserve  Club,  composed  of  11th 
and  12th  grade  students,  began  its  first  fall  term  under  the  sponsorship,  fellowship  and  encouragement  of 
the  adult  organization.  There  was  the  largest  enrollment,  C>7.  on  record,  later  increasing  to  89. 

The  activities  of  the  club  were  vitalized  from  the  beginning  by  the  influence  of  the  delegates  who  rep- 
resented at  the  annual  Girl  Reserve  Conference  at  Bennett  College,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  in  June.  Included  in 
the  largest  delegation  ever  sent  from  Raleigh  were  Sarah  Davis,  who  served  as  president  of  the  conference, 
and  Doris  Humphrey,  who  was  active  in  dramatics.  These  delegates  took  part  in  the  fall  chapel  program 
describing  their  conference  activities. 

The  club  adopted  for  serious  consideration  the  topic,  "A  Girl's  Religion."  Club  members  have  discussed 
interestingly  and  enthusiastically  this  topic.  In  order  to  develop  a  more  tolerant  attitude  toward  all  religions 
other  religions  were  studied.  The  most  notable  representative  was  Rabbi  Harold  Gelfman,  who  told  about 
the  Hebrew  church  and  religion.  This  study  culminated  in  a  visit  to  the  synagogue,  Temple  Reth-Or,  during 
the  Feast  of  the  Passover. 

To  create  an  interest  in  the  problems  of  social  concern,  the  service  committee.  Ida  Ruth  Sanders,  chair- 
man, visited  the  Detention  Home.  This  committee  still  plans  to  aid  the  group  in  some  way.

Club  in  a  panel  on  Boy-Girl  Relations  at  the  Washington  High  School  P.  T.  A.  and  Lucille  Hunter  P.  T.  A. 
This  was  the  first  time  that  any  group  of  young  people  had  had  the  courage  to  discuss  this  subject  frankly 
with  their  parents. 

Other  activities  included  the  annual  collection  of  Red  Cross  funds  in  the  theaters  of  Raleigh,  an  exhibit 
in  the  high  school  library  of  articles  from  overseas  sent  relatives  and  friends  of  the  school,  and  the  fourth 
annual  Community  Christmas  Tree  Service  held  around  the  tree  which  the  Girl  Reserves  donated  to  Chavis 
Park  a  few  years  ago.  The  third  annual  Holy  Week  services  conducted  March  26-29  were  more  impressive 
and  beneficial  than  usual. 

The  most  gala  social  affair  of  the  season  in  which  the  club  participated  in  the  cooperation  with  other 
Girl  Reserves  was  the  tea  given  December  12  in  honor  of  Miss  Isabel  C.  Lawson,  National  Y.  W.  C.  A.
